T he third day of the Pomological Fair 
■was quite a& successful in point of at­ 
tendance as those which have preceded 
it. The value of the exposition as an 
advertisem ent of the productions of the 
country is well illustrated by the fact 
that perhaps two-thirds of the people 
who pass along the aisles admiring the 
rich display of fruit and farm produce, 
bear the insignia of the visiting order. 
They are not at all reticent about ex­ 
pressing their admiration, and when they 
return to their homes heyondthe Rockies 
they will tell tales which will help to 
swell the tide of immigration rolling in 
this direction. 
In order th a t the exhibit might accom­ 
plish this purpose to its best advantage,

The management complain 
th at this privilege has been used by large 
numbers of persons for whom it was not 
intended and even the crowded houses 
which have been gathered every night 
have not brought in

It is certainly to be re­ 
gretted th at the undertaking should not 
be as successful financially as it is in 
other respects. 
Yesterday morning sixty-two children 
from the Protestant Orphan Asylum, led 
by Mrs. D. G. Stevens, attended the fair 
and were treated to ice cream and cake 
by the ladies of the W. C. T. U. Tho in­ 
dications are good that the medical ad­ 
viser for that establishm ent will be kept 
busy for pome time. The Orange band 
occupied the stage all day. 
The baby show, which will be for 
many tho drawing card of the whole at­ 
traction, will take placo this afternoon at 
2 o’clock. To-night the wheelmen of the 
Los Angeles Club will give an exhibition 
of fancy and trick riding. 
Saturday 
night there will be an address by the 
Superintendent, T. A. Garey, and a 
fraud ball in honor of the Odd Fellows, 
his will end the Pcmological Fair. 
The W estminster people are not con­ 
tent witli having one of the very bast ex­ 
hibits in the fair, but they also lay claim 
to some of the articles marked for an­ 
other locality.

San P e d r o , September 17, 1888. 
E d ito rs H e r a l d —Since my last letter 
there has happened no specially exciting 
event in our quiet town. 
Business is 
quite as active on the w harves; im ­ 
provements go forward throughout the 
tow n, and general confidence prevails. 
At the last m eeting of the Board of 
City Trustees th e Clerk was directed to 
advertise for bids for lighting the city 
with electricity for the term of one year. 
The bids call for three m asts, each fifty 
feet in height, and to be placed as the 
Board shall direct, each m ast to have 
two arc electric lamps of 2,000 candle 
power each, and the lamps to be kept 
burning until 12 o’clock every night. 
This is the official realization of the 
talked-of scheme of which I wrote in my 
last. 
Already are plans being discussed 
for the establishm ent of a much-needed 
fire departm ent. It is suggested, and so 
far meets with general favor, that a fire 
boat or floating fire engine of sufficient 
power to force water from the stream to 
any point in town 
over the blufl, 
somewhat 
after 
the 
plan 
of 
the 
San 
Francisco 
boat 
Gov. 
Irw in, be placed in the stream in front 
of the city and that a sufficient length 
of hose to reach to any point in the town, 
be provided. Then in case of fire the 


boat can immediately be placed at the 
nearest noint, hose laid thence to the 
fire, and salt water, of which the e 
w ojld not be a lack of supply, be thrown 
till the fire was extinguished. The favor­ 
able situation of the town makes such a 
plan feasible. No part of the city would 
be so far away as to be at the mercy of 
ths flames. 
Salt water is better than 
lresh tor extinguishing fires, and it costs 
n thing; while the first cost of such an 
apparatus, and its subsequent m ainten­ 
ance, would probably bo no more, if as 
much, as that attending any other as ef­ 
ficient.

Dunemoor, 
who, after apologizing for being there at 
all, rem arked that “ whosoever tooteth 
not his own horn, tho same shall not be 
tooted.” This brilliant sally elicited the 
wildest applause.

rest of his time to an attem pt to disprove 
the H e r a l d ’s charge that he has used 
his official position to disfranchise Dem­ 
ocratic voters. 
The attem pt, however, 
was not a brilliant success, and he evi­ 
dently thought so himself, since he 
closed by promising todo some more be­ 
fore the campaign closes.

Presidential campaign ever fought in the 
history of the country, when that great 
soldier and statesm an, General H arri­ 
son, the grandfather of the present great 
General Harrisob, was elected, occurred 
in 1830!” 
He gave a very graphic ( !)

B ecause wages w ere high in th e 
U n ited S tates com pared w ith th o se paid 
in o th er countries before it ever h ad an 
excessive tariff. 
12. 
B ecause C hina h a s enjoyed for 
thousands of years th e full benefits of ex 
elusive “ p ro tectio n ,” w hile h er wages 
for skilled labor are 20 cents a day, and 
C hinese im m igration in search of higher 
wages h a s becom e a m enace to A m erican 
w age-earners. 
13. 
Because th ere are greater differ 
eDces betw een rates of wages paid in dif­ 
ferent p arts of th is country, all subject 
to th e sam e high tariff, th a n betw een 
rates of w ages in M assachusetts an d in 
E ngland.

W. H. Furbish, of Arkansas, presented

party. 
Judge 
Thurm an spoke substantially as follows 
G entlem en—I am greatly obliged to 
you for tbis call and for the kind and just 
sentiments just read. I have been de­ 
scribed as an enem y of the colored peo­ 
ple. There never was anything more un­ 
just in the world. 
W hen my family 
came to this State 
my grandfather 
brought with him ali his property, which 
consisted chiefly of slaves, and he set 
them all free. We cannot expect justice in 
a political campaign, and I have been de­ 
nounced as au enemy to the colored race. 
No man can point to a law that I had 
anything to do with the making of, or to 
a decision of mine while on the bench, 
that was more unjust to the colored peo­ 
ple than to the white, or unjust in any 
description. 
It is true that in 1867, be­ 
fore suffrage for your people had been 
adopted, when the question was raised 
in Ohio, and in Ohio alone, whether the 
word “ w hite" should be struck from the 
Constitution, I, together with a large m a­ 
jority, voted against striking it out. 
It 
was not right for Ohio to take such ac­ 
tion when nearly all the other States 
were inclined otherwise. 
That was the 
reason 1 urged against such action, hut 
from the moment the am endm ent to the 
Federal Constitution was adopted which 
gave the suffrage to the colored people— 
from the moment they became citizens— 
no man can say that I ever treated them 
otherwise than as citizens. 
1 stand, and 
Grover Cleveland stands, on the plat­ 
form of the Democratic party, which pro­ 
noun ces for equal rights for all without 
regard to race or color. 
I am greatly 
pleased that the colored vote is no longer 
a unit. I have said repeatedly in private 
and in 
public 
th at since 
suffrage 
was conferred on the colored people the 
Republican managers 
seek to make 
political bondsmen of the colored race. 
The way to acquire your rights and to 
secure the respect of all, is to cast your 
, vote as white men cast theirs, according 
to the measure before you. 
Judge Thurm an continued by saying 
that he knew well that the late war V ap 
not for the abolition of slavery, and it 
was said that if the Union could be pre­ 
served without freeing the elaves 
it 
should be preserved th at way. 
The 
speaker knew that Lincoln had said so 
and he also knew that in the brains of 
the radical leaders it was thought by 
emancipating the slaves and giving them 
suffrage the South might be made a solid 
radical South. 
In a word he said party 
interests governed p litical action.

BRONCHITIS. 


A cute Bronchitis.

(Ftom humere, to be m oist) Is so called from the 
profuse q uantity of watery secretions w hich 
com es from the air passages of the lungs.
